Quarter system certain 
for state college system . 


All of the 18 California State 
Colleges will be on the quarter 
system sometime in the near 
future, according to a release 
from the Board of Trustees. 

Individual colleges will im- 
plement the program at the 
earliest feasible date. This, 
the Board says, depends upon 
when the legislature makes fin- 
ancial support available. 

Pilot programs will be ini- 
tiated at two colleges during 
the 1965-66 academic year. Ad- 
ministrative sources speculate 
that these schools will be the 
newest additions to the college 
system, San Bernardino State 
and Palos Verdes State. Both 
are located in the southern por- 
tion of the state, 

Among other actions the BOT 
approved was an $81.6 million 
residence hall-cafeteria pro- 
gram which will, if financed, 
provide Sacramento State Col- 


dence capacity for 600 stu- 
dents, These are planned for 
construction during the 1967- 
69 time period. 

The Board also changed the 
name of Los Angeles State Col- 
lege to California State College 
at Los Angeles in the continuing 
move to make all state colleges 
names similar. Among others 
which had a name change ix 
recent years is CaliforniaState 
College at Hayward. 

Another topic discussed at 
the January meeting was the

need for ‘diversion and re- 
direction’’ of college students 
by an administrative board, As 
conceived for study purposes 
the student would submit his 
application for enrollment to a 
central office for evaluation 
and would, at the same time, 
indicate his choice of college. 

The Board would then check 
the enrollment figures for the 
college and then, if over- 
crowded, “‘redirect’’ the stu- 
dent to some other campus 
in the area, 

The ‘diversion’? aspect of 
the possible program means the 
diverting of lower division stu- 
dents from state colleges to 
other segments of Migher edu- 
cation, primarily to junior col- 
leges. 

Primarily the argument x. 
favor of centralization of ad- 
missions (‘‘redirection’’) ap- 
pears to be a desire to main- 
tain “common academic stan- 
dards throughout the state col- 
leges,’”’ and avoid “‘excessive 
competition among the col- 
leges and between them and 
other institutions.’’
